U. FE. A. has decided that no 
direct political action is advis- 
able. At present there does 
not seem to be reports from 
other locals to show that this is 
a general tendency throughout 
the provinee.

The new express rates are in 
force, and while they were 
supposed to be from 20 to 35 
per cent higher than the old 
rates, experience of them 
shows an advance of from 50 to 
100 per cent.

Copies of amendments to the 
small debts act anda new act 
entitled “An act to fix a 
minimum wage for women,” 
have been distributed to 
members of the legislature. 
The amendments to the small 
debts act provide that justices 
of the peace shall have juris- 
diction in the judicial districts 
in which they reside to try any 
action for debt, whether pay- 
able in money or othewise 
not to exceed fifty dollars, that 
police magistrates shall huve 
similar jurisdiction in the 
judicial districts in which they 
reside to try actions in debt 
not to exceed one hundred 
dollars, Where such justice 
or police magistrate resides 
within a snb-district, of a 
judicial district, their juris- 


diction shall extend for the 
purposes only in the sub- 
district. Another clause pro- 


vides that no justice, whether 
police magistrate or justice of 
the peace, shall try any action 
under the act unless the de- 
fendant or some one of the
